The artillery combat bttwetn the 


British ironclads and the Alexandria 
torts demonstrated the superior advan- 
tages of ironclads over ordinary land 
-defenses. 
The former steamed right 


up within a thousand yards of .the forts 
and rained their shot upon the^works 
with terrific effect, silencing their guns 
within a few hours all along the shore 
Un«. Although the Egyptians handled 
their guns well, the fleet suffered but 
little damage, hut one vessel having its 
armor penetrated by shot. As it was, 
the vessels engaged in the fight were 
only second-class ones, the armor of 
which is but a few inches thick, while 
the more formidable marine monsteri 
are protected by 12-inch plates of steel. 
It is evident that forts must give way to 
ironclads as a means of harbor defense, 
in the future. 
With all her batteries 


and land harbor defenses, the city of 
San Francisco is at the mercy of any 
second-class ironclad that] might be 
steamed through the 
Golden 
Gate. 


Hsnce the advisability of the Govern- 
ment completing and fully equipping 
the two ironclads now lying in idleness 
and in an unfinished condition at Mare 
Island. If there is to be any pretense 
made of maintaining harbor defenses at 
all, it would be just as cheap to have 
affective as defective onts. 


A Great DUaster. 


Wednesday afternoon an unfortunate 


accident occurred at the Alta mine, 
which will make it necessary to put in. 
new pumping machinery or close down 
he mine. 
B»th the pump-rods were 


>roken, one 90 feet down the shaft and 
the other 130 feet. The shock of the 
>reak gave the engine such a wrench 
,hat tha bed-plate was broken. 
The 


casting broken is about six feet wide, 
two feet high and foor inches thick in 
most parts; in the thinnest place it is 
two inches thick. 


But for this disaster the water would 


soon have bten out of the mine. It 
had been reduced to 12 feet on the 2,150 
ovel, and was being lowered four and a 
lalf feet each 24 hoars. The mine will 
now.soon be flooded. For the first 24 
hours it will nsa 10 feet an hoar, and 
afterward for some time 100 feat a day. 


Superintendent Boyle has gone to 


San Francisco to consult with the of- 
Icers belorr iu regard to what is now to 
36 done. 
To put in 'new machinery 


would cost about $200,000. Not only 
•would a new and powerful engine be re- 
quired, but also new and larger pumps: 
There are now in the shaft 18pumps,all 
of n hich it will be necessary to take out. 
Superintendent Boyle thinks it is ass- 
ess to try to do anything further with 
the present machinery, as the mine is 
so deep. Fifty-six men were employed 
n the Alta, at least 50 of whom will 
now be thrown out of employment. 


The wolf-hunting brigade juFrance is 


about to be re-established. 
It existed 


•up to 1792, when, as a part of the aris 
tocratic 
regime, it 
was abolished, 


\Volres naturally multiplied and caused 
considerable damage to life and prop- 
erty. The French GovernmenUiave at 
^ast resolved to make an effort towards 
destroying these animals, and a bill has 
been introduced to that effect. The new 
Act proposes to give $20 for each wolf, 
$150 apiece for female wolves in an in- 
teresting condition, $8 for wolflets and 
$40 for wolves of n notably bad reputa- 
tion. There has always been a standing 
reward for the killing of -wolves, but the 
sum has been too small hitherto to in- 
duce a systematic extermination. In 
the sixth year of the republic 1037 
wolves were slain, and iu the seventh 
5,351, one of which had killed sixty hu- 
man beings. The rewards aggregated 
$25,200. Of late years many packs of 
•wolf-hounds have been broken tip anc 
the hunters become discouraged, hence 
tha new bill, which will probably have 
a satisfactory result.

Utah Mormons are very anxious thai 
the Territory should be admitted as a 
State. It would be just as sensible for 
tha States to organize their penitenti- 
aries into >oting precincts and allow 
them to make laws for their own govern- 
ment.

guilt than are the leaders and active 
•spirits of the 'Mormon Church. To 
admit TJtah as a State until her uncon- 
vieted criminals are effectually cared 
for wonld be a crime against society.

Great Britain and Barmttii, and all on 
account of a simple point of Burmese 
etiquette. A new treaty has been nego^ 
tiated, and King Theebau agrees there' 
:n to the abolition of all trade monopo 
lies, and to accept a British resident, 
stipulating however that that official 
shall not appear iu his presence with 
his boots on.

The New Orleans papers are com-

•pecks to the unaided eya, ara laid ia 
little agglutinated piles in warm manure 
or in decomposing vegetation, espeo- 
ally that about our stables and barn- 
yardi. From (0 to 100 are laid at a 
>me, and probably at tbraa or four dif- 
ferent intervals by the same fly, though 
an thit point we hare no exact data. 
Within twenty-four hours ia Summer, 
they hatch into footless maggots, which, 
after rioting in filth till their tender 
skins seam ready to burst from repletion, 
become full-fed in less than a week, aad 
descending iato the earth, o'r sheltering 
under some old board, contract to 
Drown, shining objects, rounded at both 
ends, and technically known as puparia.

papa to the perfect state, and finally, in 
about fire days, tho anterior end of the 
pupariaai in pushed off, and the fly 
quickly crawls out. 
At first its parts 


ara pals and soft, and its wings are 
ervrapled and useless', but these soon 
expand, and suddenly, without practice 
or teaching, the new fledged fly wings 
its way to your table to mock your dis- 
pleasure—to share your repast. The 
length of time required from hatching ta 
•atarity varies with the season and 
temperature, but will not exceed ten 
days in midsummer, while the life of a 
perfect fly lasts about three weeks at tha 
same season. 
As cold weather ap- 


proaches propagation ceases, and the 
other flies perish. A few of the mast 
vigorous females, however, retreat to 
some novk oi cranny, where, in a state 
of torper, they survive the ensuing sea- 
son—links 'twill the Summer gone by 
and to came. The insect may also hi- 
bernate in the pupa state in the ground. 
In rooms kept continuously warm, or in 
more southern latitudes, the fly remains 
active all Winter.

"To test it, extra spaed 
was pat oa, and ana hone was actually 
leaned in one minute and afteen s*o- 
«ds, aad more thoroughly than by the 
ordinary process. 


The horse is led under a bar, from 


which depend oa each side of him arms 
with universal joints. Turning an the 
arms are brashes a fact in circumfer- 
ence. These are revolved by. steam 
hrongh the arms and aross bar at an or- 
dinary rate of 800 revolntions a minute 
which can be increased to 1,000. A man 
on each side takes hold of the arm close 


the brush and applies the brush to 


the horse. The steam that whirls the 
trash makes a noiie a good deal like 
.he hissing of a hostler. The universal 
loints allow the arms and brush to be 
moved in any direction. 


Beginning at the head the men move 


the brush along the sides, back, and 
sally, and down the leg § of tbe horse ta 
the feet. A eland of dust arises in the 
air, and ia two minutes the horse looks 
lika a different creature. 
The horses 


were a little nervous at first, but after a 
few seconds all appeared te ba pleased 
with the operation. 


If the steam brash is passed over the 


horse at a moderate speed once, each 
square iach is actually brushed more 
than if an ordinary brush had been 
passed over it more than 400 times.
